the various specimens. 

first called the few specimens common names 
(which made up) could know one from an- 
other, but when one gets the habit using only botani- 
cal names, then the use common names entirely 
lost sight and besides they are not hard remem- 
ber. Many time people ask me, the world 
can you remember all those big long words, jaw 
very easy. Any way, one then knows 
what one talking about, where as, when common 
name, such Pincushion Fish hook, Barrel Cacti 
used, there confusion and one does not know 
whether the party has Mammillaria Ferocactus 
mind. 

The record have written pocket size spiral 
note book, book that opens opposite 
pages specimen shows, you will see where the speci- 
men Cactus found native; year acquired col- 
lection, and from whom purchased received; thus 
with one glance from the lower page the upper one, 
does not take iong determine the record cer- 
tain specimen; also, nice know after years how 
long certain plants have been your collection. Many 
other features could added, such height, etc.
